linked to su ppo rts, the Ag ricu l­ 
tu re Department had ho ped to 
keep pro du ctio n ro u g hly in line 
with demand and pay ments to 
farm ers within manag eable lim­ 
its. 
Bu t the American farm er has 
remained tru e to fo rm. By co n­

to

thro u g h impro v ed 
seed, 
fertilizer and techniqu e, his o u t­ 
pu t o n 6.8 millio n fewer acres 
than last y ear is ex ceeding all 
ex pectatio ns. 
It's all g o ing to co st the g o v ­ 
ernm ent (i.e., tax pay er) plenty . 
President Jo hnso n's estimate is 
tip to an ex tra $7 00 millio n. Oth­ 
e r g u esses ru n hig her—to a to ­ 
tal o f $3.9 billio n in su ppo rt pay ­ 
ments fo r the cu rrent 
fiscal 
y ear instead o f the $2.9 billio n 
bu dg eted. 
The American perfo rmance in 
ag ricu ltu re is tru ly pheno menai, 
a wo nder o f the mo dern wo rld. 
In making the g o o d earth stead­ 
ily better, we are in a class by 
o u rselv es, at o nce the ho pe, the 
env y and the despair o f mo st 
o f the rest o f this planet. 
Bu t o u r reco rd in manag ing 
o u r bo u nty is so mething else 
ag ain. We treat as an inco nv e­ 
nience what is basically a trag ­ 
edy . 
While starv atio n is reality to 
millio ns, ev en within o u r o wn 
bo rders, we 
spend billio ns to 
take land o u t o f pro du ctio n and 
keep cro ps o ff the m arket in a 
g enerally u nsu ccessfu l attempt 
to keep pro du cer and co nsu mer 
happy . 
There is certainly no simple 
so lu tio n to a v ery co mplex pro b­ 
lem, bu t certainly there is a bet­ 
ter appro ach than we hav e so 
far dev ised.

The rock ’n’ roll concert, the 
“soul” album, the Jimi Hendrix 
poster, the almost uncontrollable 
energy of strobe lights have be­ 
come the means of rebellion — 
and liberation — for millions of 
youngsters. Faced by a very 
rigid, planned society, so often 
reek ing with conformity of mind 
and dress, eternal schooling and 
schedules, wars and rum ors of 
wars, the rock era of music of­ 
fers not only escape but creati­ 
vity. 
Young 
artists 
w ho 
became 
professionals took 
the 
tools of 
this age — electronics — and 
turned it against the Establish­ 
ment (Big Government, Big Bus­ 
iness, Big Military, Big Educa­ 
tion, Big Religion — add your 
own) with unbelievabel bursts of 
poetry, protest and song. Noise 
became as im portant as lyrics. 
An amplifier, sound columns and 
24-inch cymbals were more im ­ 
portant 
than 
instrum ents 
— 
they were part of life itself, es­ 
sential ingredients for survival. 
And if all this commotion in­ 
furiated 
parents 
and 
brought 
scoldings 
from the People 
in 
Charge, it only confirmed to the 
youth that they were on the 
right track — a sound track in 
stereo. 
What 
has been 
missed by 
adults (because they can’t stand 
the noise) and ignored by the 
theologians (because they prefer 
other forms of m usic) is the real­ 
ity that rock is religion and not 
just entertainm ent.

A few other features in­ 
clude playing the guitar with his 
teeth and attack ing some expen­ 
sive speak er stands at the close. 
In the midst of so much com­ 
motion. one would be surprised 
to learn that religious overtones 
emerge from a setting that also 
includes vulgarity, profanity and 
lust. Yet how else to explain the 
power of “ soul” songs and vo­ 
calists who have flourished in 
these concerts and communicate 


the themes of love, forgiveness, 
peace and belonging? 


The world of total sound and 
sight and soul has not yet be­ 
guiled me to believe that this is 
the wav of salvation. Any part- 
time 
theoloigan w'ould spot 
a 
truck load 
of 
idolatries in the 
performance that passes as 
a 
rock concert. But what m ust not 
be put down is the free creativ­ 
ity that abounds in the mind- 
blowing music that is so evident 
in our society. Instead of phon­ 
ing the police when the disturb­ 
ance starts, maybe we should 
just get more cotton.

In addition 
to recent 
fiscal 
measures, the 
restraints 
most 
often cited are the slower growth 
in bank deposits and credit in 
the first half — believed to have 
a delayed impact on spending — 
and liquidation of excess steel in­ 
ventories built up against a pos­ 
sible steel strik e in August. 
The bank 
finds 
a number of 
factors tending to sustain rising 
levels of activity. 
Consumer spending, which ac­ 
counts for two-thirds of the gross 
national product, is the real k ey 
for the rest of 1968, it says. 
As a result 
of higher 
wages 
and 
employment, 
personal in­ 
come at midsummer was more 
than nine per cent higher than 
a year before. In contrast with 
the first part of the year, when 
consumer spending lagged per­ 
sonal income, retail sales have 
since been up more than income. 
Retail sales were 10 per cent 
higher in July than a year be­ 
fore and 
apparently 
continued 
strong in August. 
Aside from steel, business in­ 
ventories are lik ely to continue 
rising, the 
bank 
says. Inven­ 
tories at midyear were low rela­ 
tive to sales. Since then, the vigor 
of retail sales and the slow rise 
in factory output 
suggest 
the 
ratio of inventories to sales has 
declined further.

For individuals, the surtax is 
equivalent to a $6 billion cut in 
after-tax 
income — only one- 
tenth of the rise in income in the 
past year.

Prices have be*n rising across

Food prices were up 3.5 
per cent, clothing 5.3 per cent, 
and medical care 5.9 per cent. 
The bank says the upswing in 
prices cannot 
be characterized 
simply as “cost-push” 
inflation, 
however. Higher wages and sal­ 
aries also represent greater pur­ 
chasing power. 
If credit becomes more read­ 
ily available, the bank says, con­ 
sumers and business will prob­ 
ably fill any slack in the ec­
